A. Bloody and Fatal Battle With 
Knivea in a Barn. 



Nnnnellr, the Fiend Rapist, and His 
Victim, raptured in Texas, Which 
Place Nunnelly Reached br 
s Victim. 



Norwich, Conn., Oct 14.— A mile North- 
west of the pleasant Country village of West 
Ashford, in Windham County, at a lonely 
cross roads, is a big, old fashioned farm 
house, that was the scene last Wednesday of 
a terrible fight between brothers that ended 
In a murder. George Squires owns and lives 
on the farm, and his father, Bra/Hoy Squires, 
lived with him. A brother, Joseph, hashoen 
visiting at the homestead for several weeks. 

On Wednesday there was a buckwheat 
thrashing bee In the old barn, and Andrew 
Squires, another brother, was present To 
make the flails swing easier three quarts of 
whisky had been provided for the party, and 
in the afternoon all were under its influence. 
Noisely the brothers talked over wagon 
trades, at flint in good humor, but finally 
Andrew and Joseph quarreled, and tho latter 
knocked his brother down with his fist 
Andrew at OBOS sprang to his feet, and draw- 
ing his big jack knife, — a popular weapon 
among Connecticut farmers.— savagely at- 
tacked Joseph, cutting and slashing at his 
bead. In an instant Joseph's knife was out, 
and a regular duel ensued that lasted for 
several minutes and sprinkled tho barn Hoar, 
the buckwheat straw, and the doors and walls 
with blood. Both men were skilled In 
handling the stout bone-handled curve- 
pointed blades and backward and forward 
the men pressed each other, deftly aiming 
and warding off murderous thrusts. 

Before the tight terminated, Joseph, who 
was overmatched, received three gaping 
wounds in the breast and hi the shoulder, an- 
other across the arm, several In the back of 
the head and a long fatal cut that extended 
from back of the ear across the jugular vein. 
In his death agony he struggled out of the 
barn door in au effort to get away from the 
murderer, but Andrew, with one arm around 
his victim's body, repeatedly plunged the 
knife into his brother's head as he was dragged 
along. It was not until George Squires pulled 
Andrew off bis brother's body by main 
strength that Andrew ceased his blows. Jos- 
eph died about 9 o'clock the same evening. 
Andrew and his father esca.«d with the

Next day Andrew Squires was arrested at 
his farm a few miles away. He was taken 
before a Justice of the Peace and the case ad- 
journed to Saturday at 10 o'clock. A coro- 
ner's inquest was held then at Squires' bam 
where the murder was perpetrated and An- 
drew was committed for trial before the 
Superior Court on the charge of murder.

The Convict labor Candidate. 

The New York World says : In 1868 
James U. Blaine was appointed a Conv 
iniaaiouer to examine and report on the 
subject of prison labor in the State of 
Maine. 

At that time the convicts of the State 
were worked on the State's account, the 
raw material being supplied and the man- 
ufactured articles disposed of by the 
State's agents. 

This system did not enter into ruinous 
competition with honest labor. The man- 
ufactured articles were sold to theeutside 
manufacturers and the retail prices and 
the wages of labor were maintained. It is 
vory diflerent to the system of prison 
contracts when a favored manufacturer 
gets his convict labor at a rate upon 
which honest labor could exist, throws 
his goods on the market, reduces prices 
and renders it impossible for a tnauufac-

Komun, Obstacle, Daring, Fiat ard 
Hurdle Knees and Curious Animal 
Contests. 

Among the features to be exhibited
